TOR the woman in childbirth 
anxiety and fear are the 
of suffering, beeause they 
inercase — sensilivity te pain. 
Thus, other things being equal, 
the woman who approaches 
her ordeal with confldence will 
suffer less than the one who is 
emotio y upset. : 


For this reason, a numberof 
educgytional programmes 
heen suggested. Modern doctors 
believe that = the woman who 
understands the process of 
Iebour and knows that she 
herself can play an active and 
helpfal role wilt find it much 
less trying than the one who 
approaches it unprepared. 


.An — cducatlonal programme 
in which these factors are em- 
phasised has been set up in 
New Haven, Connecticut, by 
Drs Herbert | Thoms and 
Frederick W. Goodrich, Jr.
